2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed 12/14/04, particularly arguments found on page 5, paragraph 1 are 
persuasive. The claim(s) are considered definite because the examiner cannot show by 
clear and convincing evidence that one of ordinary skill in the art upon consulting the 
specification would not be able to determine the scope of the claim(s). See in general; 
W.L. Gore & Associates 721 F.2d 1540. 220 USPQ 303 (Fed. Cir. 1983). cert. Denied, 
496 U.S. 851 (1984). 

The claim(s) are considered patentable over the prior art of record as the 
examiner cannot show by clear and convincing evidence that the functional or 
characteristic limitation claimed necessarily flows and/or is inevitably present in the 
teachings of the prior art of record. There are other attributes undisclosed in the prior 
art that necessarily affect the functional or characteristic claimed; therefore, the 
application of prior art is not warranted.
